states that there was an excess in the im- 
portation of ‘I-cloths of 570,000 pieces, 
in English jeans of 44,000 pieces, and in 
American sheetings of 86,000 pieces, 
due he says to over importation, based 
ou a hope that trade would warrant it; 
which hope, he remarks, does not seem 
to have been realized, as the year euded 
with a large stock in hand. In other 
descriptions of cotton goods, there was a 
falling off in the import of shirtings of 





930,000 pieces, in English drills of 
165,000 pieces, in American drills of 
187,000 piecer,in Dateh drills of 87,000 
pieces, nud in English sheotings of 
118,000 pieces. In Woollens, English 
camlets show @ decreased import, of 
22,000 pieces, but 22,000 pieces more 
lastings were received than in 1882, 
The import of Malwa opium was 
4,400 piculs in excess of last year, 
bat Patna fell off 2,300 piculs and 
Benares and Persian 670 piculs, Tho 
importation of Kerosene «oil, . dur 
ing the year was 6,100,000 gallons 
against 8,800,000 in 1882, when 
an excessive quantity was received. 
Matches were 500,000 gross, aud needles 
450,000 mille, short of the. previous 
year. Tho total imports of foreign 
goods into Shanghai during the twelvo 
months from foreign countries and 
Hongkong, were of the valuo of Hai- 
Kuan tnels 49,580,585 against 54 
millions in 1882 and 68 millions: in 
1881. The re-exports to the ports of 
which this is the distributing centro 
were of the value of H. tasls 36,926,821 
last year, beitig nearly the samo.as in 
1882, but 10 millions of tacls short of 
1881. ‘The trade in native imports 
also shows a falling off, the deficiency 
being abont & millions of tnels, but part 
of this is accounted for by the increase 
in direct shipments of teas from Hi 
kow to Europe. ‘he value of all ime 
ports of native prodace was H. Tis, 
37,561,122, being 5 millions Jess thau 
in 1882 and 6 millions below 1881, 
The gross value of trade of tho port 
last year is stated atH. taele 110,433,531 
while in 1882 it was H. tnels 122,750,226 
and in 1881 H. taels 141,921, 357. The 
very serious deficienoy exhibited in the 
figures of trade of 1881 and 1883, is 
thus stated :—

As a result of the decline in the trade 
of the port the Commissioner states 
that the revenue collected fell off half 
a million of Haikuan taels during the 
year; foreign imports coutributing 
Hk, Tis. 330,000 and exports Hk, ~ 
Tis. 180,000 to this deficiency. Ho 
says that there was @ continued. in 
crease in the duties collected, from 
Hk, Tis, 3,219,000 in 1873 to Hk. 
Tie. 4,373,000 in 1881, and a decline 
of Hk, Tle, 189,000 in 1882. Some 
of the Commissioners do not mention 





the amount of duties collected by them 
daring the year; but, taking the alates 
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ments which are given, aud estimating 
from the condition of trade at the 
other ports what comparison their re- 
veune will bear to that of last year, 
‘we believe that tho deficiency here, at 
the northern and river ports, and at 
_ Ningpo and Wenchor, will bo about six 
lace of Haikuan taels for the year, 
__As regards tho tea trade, the report 
from Haukow is that the Chinese 
. dealers fire understood to have lost 
money,.. while the high prices obtained 
for Kiakiang tea ought to have left 
thom fair profits; and here, the Com- 
missioner says that native tea-men are 
said to have made little money. But 
to both foreign and native merchants 
the year’s operations in green tens np- 
pears to have beou satisfactory. ‘The 
export of tliis article shows a falling off 
of 86,600 piculs ns compared with 
1882, the tea has been of a higher 
standard and greater caution seems 
to have been exercised by the native 
deniers in buying the leaf in the country. 
Tt ia entisfrotory to learn that after an 
interruption to business had occurred 
fat tho opening of tho market at Han- 
kow, owing to some foreign firms pro- 
teating agninst being bound by the 
Tales of weighing that had been adopted 
by the Chinese guilds, everything seems 
to have gone smoothly at that port. 
Tho protesting firms withdrew their 
opposition to the weighing rules; and 
one house that lind been “tnboved” 
having arranged with the teamen, busi- 
ness with it was reamed. In the silk 
trade the most noticeable feature is the. 
Yarge export towards the close of the 
year, when the native speculator who 
had been holding large stocks failed. 
Writing of native opium the Han- 
kow Commissioner says that it has 
tly disappeared from his returns, 
The direct export trade with Shang- 
hai and southern ports is done at 
Toliang, aud the local market is appa 
ently supplied by some purely native 
transport system, the mysteries of 
which I have not yet got deep enough 
into to write anything about them, 
beyond thut a redaced amount is slated 
to have passed the land bartiers.” The 
advices from the Tohang Castoms are 
to the effect that at the native Customs 
there were complaints of smaller qann- 
tities going forward, At Tientsin aup- 
plies from Shansi nd ceased, owing, the 
dealors nssorted, to the stringent manner 
in whiol’ the oulture of the poppy in that 
provinge has been prohibitedof late. But 
‘on the other hand theyields from Shensi, 
Kansub, und, more particularly, Chili 
were extra plentiful. Now Chihli is 
the Vicoroyaliy of Li Chang-t'ang, 
who has professed his extreme anxiety 
for the extinction of the opium traffic, 
and yet almost at the doors of his 
Yamén the drug is manufactured. The 
Commissioner siys—* there can be no 
doubt as tothe extensive producti 
of opium in this province, as Inte in 
last spring the couutry’along the banks 
of the Peiho, between Tientsin and 
Takn even, was gay with alternaling 
patches of red-aud white poppies in 












































flower. Every hamlet, and well nigh 
every house, it may be said with trath 
hind more or less of ita garden space 
tnken up with poppies.” ‘This reduces 
the price of opium nnd increnses its 
use among the poople. ‘The incon- 
sistency betweon Li’s public professions, 
and what he permits within his own 
province, makes his conduct contrast 
uafavoirably with that of tho Governor 
of Shanai, who seems,to have succeeded 

ppre the cnllivation, Native 
opium, rs 
of trade, appears to have been unpro- 
fitable as an article of commerce last 
year.

A European who returned on the 2lst 
March to Hongkong frotn the neighbour- 
hood of the rebellious disturbances in Wei- 
chau, informs the China Mail that the 
reports which have been received lately 
through native sources of the suppression 
of the rebellion are not true. Last Sun- 
day, he states, there was a severe engage- 
ment betweon the Imporial forces and the 
rebels noar Pak Mong Fa, and the troops 
were defonted by the country poople with 
a loss of 200 men. ‘The mandarin com- 
manding, Tang Ou Pong, was also wounded, 
Tt was further stated that the chief position 
of the rebels had not beon attacked, Throo 
thousai iors wero brought from Canton 
prior to this engagement to fight the rebols, 
but the Hakka portion of them di 
and the attack was mado only 
soldiers from Fu-naui, The rebels are said 
to number over 10,000, and the ‘Triad 
Society is anid to be helpiig them in every 
way. ‘Lhe informant-adds that the country 
people appear couvineed there will be 
ous trouble in South China if matters go 
on as they are going, and that the Triad 
Society is rapidly increasing in num- 
bers.

This 
however is suid to lave taken place on the 
15th March, and seeing that Thai-nyu-gen 
has since boon captured, it is not likely to bo 
true. Information has reached us from 
another source to the effect that the Chinese 
commanders in Yiinnan were nearly powor- 
ess, Many desertions of troops were 
taking place, and it was highly probablo 
that an attempt to take the field would 
result in a panic In which the greater part 
of the forces would disappear. 

‘The death is announced of the Princess 
Imperial Shou Chuang, aunt of His Majesty 
the Emperor. ‘This lady, who was gonerally 
known as the chiu kung-chu, or Ninth 
Princess, was the ninth daughter of the 
Emperor ‘Tao Kuang, and sistor of the 
Seventh Princo, tho present Emperor's 
father. id to have been of a m 
amiable and loving character, and her 
death is profoundly regretted by tho 
Court. 

‘The King of Sweden has conferred on Mr. 
Joseph Haas, late Viee-Consul for Austro- 
Hungary, the cross of Commander of the

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THE SITUATION. 
Accorpine to advices received from a 
source that we have always found 
eminently reliable and well-informed, 
tho stress of circumstances has induced 
the Government at Peking to make a 
very important concession in their 
controversy with the French. ‘It is 
stated on high ‘authority “that the 
advisers of the Empress have waived 
all questions of suzerainty over Aunam, 
and now base their arguments upon 
the objections that exist to the approach 
‘of France to a position of what they 
cousider dangerous proximity to the 
Chinese frontier, If it be really trae 
that China has virtually abandoned her 
claims to lordship over the, Peninsula 
fa vory great point has been gained ; 
‘and we are inclined to believe that this 
is the actual case, as the statement 
receives correlative support from other 
quarters, It is permissible to conclude 
that-from henceforth negotiations will 
be confined to ‘questions of boundary, 
possibly to the discussion of  nontral 
zono, the amount of the indemnity to 
he paid, aud those other points of 
internal and international reform on 
which we trust that France will now 
insist, Woe do not forget that the War 
Parly in Peking is still Joud, even if it 
is not strong ; that there is an import- 
aut section of the Empress’s advisers 
who are orying out for battle, and that 
therefore conusels aro still greatly 
divided among even the most prominent 
and responaible’atatesinon of the Ei 
But by the irony of fate ‘it i 
these very men who are believed to 
bo now under a cloud. ‘The Empress 
cousidors that they havo utterly misled 
hier on the subject of China’s prepared. 
ness for war, and the fall of Bacninb 
seems to Lave come upon her with the 
discoucerting suddouness of a cold 
douche. China, acting under a mis- 
takon view of her own interests and 
traditional prestige, has espoused the 
quarrel of Aunam, ‘Che consequences 
were unforeseen, but must now be 
aovepted ; and unless the Government 
ig disposed. to fight, the terms exnct- 
ed by Franco must be accepted. Now 
wo have alrendy sketched, in brief out- 
Jiuo, a'schome by which China may pay 
every ceut of the sum demanded of 
her, not ouly without prejudice to hor 
oxchequer aud Inying intolerable bur- 
dens on the poople, but actually with a 
large increase of the uatioual prosperity 
and wealth, In fact, no one onght to 
know bettor than the Manchu Princes 
the extreme danger of levying fresh 
‘exactions upon the Chinese at this 
particular aud most critical moment. 
It is said that the insurrection in the 
south, so far from being at an end, is 
“gpronding, and that the ranks of the 
Weind Society are receiving fresh re- 
cruits in very alarming numbers. Auy 
attempt therefore to wring more money 
out of the people for the payment of 
gn indemnity exacted by a foreign 























Power as the price of a Chinese defeat, 
would be resisted actively, and -not 
merely passively. Such an.endeavour, 
if made in the provinces of Kuang- 
tung, Yiunav, Honan, and Hupei, 
would, we believe, be simply fatal in 
its results, and sot a large area of 
country in a blaze, ‘This is of course a 
atter for the Manchus to consider ; for 
it is their interests which are principally 
at stake; Tu the meantime we may be 
permitted to add a further suggestion 
to that contained in our article of 
‘Wednesday last; or, at least, to express 
a hope. It would redound vory much 
to the interests of all foreign Powers 
having a stake in China, and at the 
same to the trne. interests of China 
herself, were she only not so blindly 
infatuated, were a General Conference 
to be held by the representatives of 
Western countries, to deliberate upon 
their futuro policy, and regulate their 
fature relations with Peking. Thero 
are many iutelligent statesmen in China, 
among whom we may mention the 
Viceroy of Chihli, the Governor of 
Shansi, and that now member of the 
Teung-li Yaméa whose youthfal viru- 
lonce and sagacity suggest a resem- 
blauce between him aud Lord Randolph 
Charohill—we refor to Chang P'ei-lan 
—who have studied’ reoont Huropeau 
history. ‘These.men are perfectly well 
aware what indignities have. been in- 
curred at the hands of other Powers by 
the corruptions and obstructiveness of 
Turkey. Conferences have sat upon 
her, she has been told that she must do 
this and must not do that, and she has

once and espionage which cannot but 
be galling to any uation that combines 
insolence with ineapacity to rule. Now 
let China take wari 
the Ottomans, China is the Sick Man 
of the Enst, aud her ailments will have 
to be attended to in the way she likes 
least unless sho is wise betimes and 
‘ives what otherwise may be wrested 
from her by main force, After all, 
the treatmout will bo for China’s good, 
It will increnso the happiness, the 
intelligence, and the material prosperity 
of her people. We may safely affirm 
that no policy has ever been serioucly 
advocated as part of our dealings with 
China which did not embody in it the 
promise of greater blessings to China 
herself than to other nations, The 
Chineso themselves would, we are con- 
vinced, welcome the innovations. with 
open arms, for what we propose would 
relieve them from manifold oppressions. 
The grentest opponents of railways, 
for instance, would certainly be tho 
provincial mandarins, for such a tremen- 
dous reform in internal locomotion 
would sound the knell of their corrup- 
tions and their tyrannies, But the 
country would be enriched; aud if the 
Central Government only acted wisely 
and liberally in the matter, and threw 
the whole weight of its influence into 
the scale of progrees, it would reap the 
benefit in renewed stability guoad the 
Qhinese themselves, aud cordial support 

















from all the foreign Powers., But there 
is no doubt that now is the -time for 
action. We have reached a’turning- 
point, ‘The old abuses must be’ swept 
away, and rendered for ever impossible; 
and this can best be done by a General 
Conference of all Western Powors for 
the future regulation of our relations 
with the Chinese Empire. If this oppor- 
tunity be missed, another may. nob. bo 
brought about so easily. United action is 
at last made not only possible but almost 
necessary, and such action we trust our 
respective Governments will: see. fit to 
take, Once let China be: convinced 
that our interests are virtually iden 
tical with hers, aud the present distress 
in which she finds herself, the combined 
representations of the foreign Minis- 
tors, aud the conviction that uuless she 
acts of her own accord othors will bo 
foreed to act for her, will, we hope, 
induce a cheerfal acquiescence in that 
which will relieve her from present 
embarrassments, and open up a vista 
of solid prosperity iu the futuro, 





CHINA GRASS, 
Duaina the last ton years or so the 
Government of India las been anxious 
to extend the cultivation of Boouiéria 
Niven, Rhea, or, as it is generally called 


here, China Grass, For we have seon 
it stated that De, Mnegowan had estab- 
lished the indentity of China g 
obtained ‘by him at Hankow, with 
Rhea, and that his classifi- 
it had beow, necopted by 
botanists, Large tracts of country in 
India are pecularly favourable to, ite 
growth, and it has this ndvantage, that 
it can be cultivated without its displac. 
ing any other crop. It makes an ox. 
collont hedge round tho fields and othor 
euclosed places, and flourishes’ where 
other crops could not be grown or 
would not pay for the troublo of gather. 
ing. Aftor being planted it requires 
uo attention ; and would bo thorefore a 
wolcome addition to the incomes of an 
industrious and poor people. But the 
only method of cleaning: it, ‘80 a8 to 
muke it fit for market, has hitherto 
been the slow aud oxpénsive, ond of 
hand Inbour, ‘The Indian Government 
therefore offered -on two occasions re- 
wards of £5,000 to any ono who 
wonld invent a process by which .the 
fabric could be completely cleansed 
by machinory, at a cost which would 
make Rhea a marketable: commodity 
in Europe, Exhibitions of machinery 
and its working were held in India, 
but no oue succeeded in winning tho 
fall prize. The diffculty was to'sepnrate 
the bark, which is very tenacious and 
thin, from the fibre, and to withdraw 
wholly a resin or gum from the latter 
which provontsits being proporly worked 
and taking dye when woven in with 
other material, such as silk, Steeping 
or retting the fibre in water, as is.doue 
with fax, destroys some of its atrength 
and impairs the gloss which makes 
Rhea go beautiful, Noue of the proe 
ceases eubmitted to the Judian Gaveray 
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lied. the torms on which the 
reward was to be obtained, - One or two 
Lora, however, received consider- 





the requirements of 
‘Since ‘then the at- 
teiition’ of maiiy scientific men has been’ 
devoted to the discovery of a com- 
plete proosss, and, according to a state- 
mont made ata mesting in London and 
reported in recent papers, the object 
aimed at bns been attained by two dis- 
coverers. If this be the case there 
seoms overy likelihood of a large and 
valuable export in Rhea from India 
and other parts of the eastorn world 
springing up. It has been stated, and 
we ‘believe vorrectly, that the demand 
in England for the dressed fibre would 
practically ‘be unlimited if it could be 
sold at from £40 to £50 por ton. 
Pho price ns hitherto been so far 
above that figure that mauufactarers 
of woollen and silk fabrics have not 
coated to pay much ‘attention to the 
. Bat at a price at which mana. 
facturers could afford to use it to mix 
with more expensive staples, or to im- 
prove tho appearance of woollen and 
other articles, it wonld become an im- 
portant article of trade, It is leo 
expected to take the place of flax and 
hemp iu,the manufacture of several 
coarser fabrics. 

“While the raw material can be grown 
vory cheaply, the cost of working it 
by ‘hand Inbonr las been so grent that 
tho'trade in it has hitherto been quite 
nuimportant, Moreover, its high price 
in London made even the little demand 
for i fitful, We believe China grass 
exported from this lins beon sold 
high as £100 @ ton in London, while 
at other times no market could be 
foutid for it, and heavy losses were 
consequeritly incurred, It is exton- 
sively used in China and all over 
‘Malaya in the manufacture of grass. 
cloths for native use, and we believe 
the fibre commands a high price in the 
centre and north of China, But like 
everything elso it would be prodaced 
iu each quantity and at such prices as 
to enable foreigners to export it if 
Inrge demand for it sprang up. From 
what we have snid it will be seou that 
Rlen or China grass oosis little more 
to caltivate than the trouble of planting 
it in the ground, We should therefore 
‘hope that when China grass becomes 
an article of large consumption in 
Batope, Shanghai may obtain a share 
of the trade in it, In the meantime, 
as the information obtainable ‘about it 
here is so exceedingly scanty ns to be 
practically useless, we would indulge a 
hope that the Consuls at the Yangtsze 
ports and the officers of Customs 
may hago it, in their power to supply 
aufficient particulars as to the extent 
Of ita growth in the differeut provinces. 

Bea or China grass has been known 
as ai article in use from tho earliest 
historical periods, It formed part of 
the Tribnte of Yi, from the division of 
the kitigdom of China which comprized 
Honguaud: pacta of Shantang gud

Hupeh. It is montioned as nettle cloth 
in the Indian Ramayaua,the gront Aryan 
epic which is supposed to hase been 
compiled about 1400 B.C. “Its value 
soon attrnoted tlieatteution of foreigners 
in the East. Three hundred years ago 
it was ‘Inrgely imported into the Ne- 
therlands from India and Java, The 
Directors of the East India Company 
made several efforts to extend its cul- 
tivation and trade, but the defective 
methods of separating the fibre and 
cleansing it frustrated their efforts, 
And, although it has been in use in 
China for many centuries, and the 
Chinese are fully aware of the extended 
employment that wonld be found for it 
if proporly cleaned, it does not appear 
that they Lave ever done anything to 
improve its preparation. They con- 
tinue to clean it by washing it in ranning 
water, and doing so is one of the small 
industries by which the peasantry eke 
out their livelihood, When properly 
propared it lias the gloss of the fine 
silk, and if processes have really beeu 
discovered by which the resin or gum 

mpletely withdrawn from the fibre, 
it will be exteusively used for mixing 
in many articles for which the oleapest 
silks are now employed. 














THE GAS COMPANY, 
Tae results of the working of the 
Shanghai Gas Company for Inst year, 
showing as they did an increase of 
profits, appeared to the Chairman very 


satisfactory, ‘The shareholders who 
were present took the same view of 
affairs, ns well they might, The Com- 
pany made close upoii thirty per ce: 
net profits on the amount of the paid- 
up onpital, and during the year tho 
investments in property have increased 
‘Tis, 29,000. jis increase is chiefly 
on the Lands and Buildings and 
Machinery accounts, which, betwen 
thom, are now valued at ‘ls, 25,000 
more than at the end of 1883, 
from additions to workshops and ony- 
ments’ made on account of the cost 
of a new gas-holder, All assets of the 
company are Inrger than in the pre- 
vious year, except the Fand, 
from which a sam of ‘Tis, 9,186 was 
twken to defeay part of the oust of the 
gas-holder, and the oash-balance in the 
bank, which happened to have been 
lower in December than 
1882. It would be impossible 
to imagine a more prosperons little 
company than thie, which is able to 
make large profits on the manufacture 
of article for which it has something 
not unlike a monopoly bere, 
its productive power as necessi 
toaccumalate a Reserve Faid, 
writing off Invishly for depreciation, to 
pay 12 per cout. to its shareholders, 
I ing a large sum of undivided 
profits. And this, after writing off 
‘Taels 18,000—Taels 6,000 more than 
in 1883—from the value of the property 
and plaut; although it is impossible that 
such a large appropriation can have 
been necessary. ‘The prosperity of Inst 





































yoar is not excoptional, for in 1882 


the results were only slightly inferior, 
although the Company had lowered the 
price of gas during the previous twelve 
months, Nor, despite the foar of op- 
position from the electric light, is 
there any reason to supposé that 
the consumption ‘of gas will fall off 
to such an extent as to prevent the 
Company paying the same dividend to 
its shareholders as has just been de- 
clared, and which in our opinion is 
ample. The necessity for building up 
fa Inrge Reserve Fand is an excuse that 
may be indefinitely availed of to poste 
pone the doing of many things that ought 
to be done uow or soon, And among 
these, and chief, are a reduction in the 
price of gas, and an improvement in 
the quality of the article. These are in 
fact all that the public have any. 
thing to-do , and although people 
would be patient while a Company 
was endeavouring to place itself in 
@ sound or even in @ particularly 
strong position, they look at things 
differently when one of their purveyors 
has paid so very well as the Gas 
Company. Except the shareholders, 
every one who reads the report of the 
Company for Inst year, and the pro- 
ceedings at the meeting on Monday, will 
come to the conolasion that it is quite 
time the charge for gas both to publio 
and private consumers should be very 
considerably lowered. Indeed, we take 
leave to any that notwithstanding that 
tho Couneil need fewer gas Inmps last 
year, and that the Directors of the Come- 
pany found themselves unable to foros 
theie own terms on the Mauicipality, 
they should voluntarily have made a re- 
duction in their charges, It would 
been good policy to have done 80, and 
people generally will think that the 
nooner the Directors determine to place 
their charges on # reasonable scale, the 
better for themselves and those whose 
interests they manage, For some time 
past the Company hag been rather 
losing the public favour, and the mt 
tenanoe of a scale of charges which 
accumulates large profits to (he pro- 
prietors, and is unreasonable to cons 
sumere, will placo it still further at a 
disndvantago in that respect, The 
Council will no doubt look well after 
the public interest in any contract 
they may make for lighting the streets, 
aud with the accouuts of the Company 
for the Inst two years before them 
they onght to be able to insist on 
favourable terms. A vaguely expressed 
liope from the Direotors that they 
be able to reduce the cost of 
ere long will uot satisfy the publi 
For the community can see from the 
published accounts of tho Municipality 
and the Company, that, if not a ingle 
gas lamp was used in fature, the pros 
prictors of the Gas Company would 
still receive the present dividend from 
what they supply to private consumers. 
The large writings off for depreciation 
would cease, but these are now made 
at the expense of the public, and are 
evidence that the coat of gas id tog 
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FOOD AND CHARACTER.

All the materials are of the best and latest 
improvements, The experienced services 
of Mr. G. Bracegirdle of the same firm 
were engaged to lay out and superintend 
the erection of the whole plant, assisted 
only by uative mechanics, and operations 
were commenced about eighteen months 
ego. The whole of the works are walled in 
12 feet high ; there are eight chimneys rang- 
ing from 45 to 80 feet high, four separate

besides having plenty of coolies to employ 
in the removal uf the barrier ; but as fat is 
I could see no serious effort ‘was made to 
force pr remove the obstruction unt'l the 
next day, when it became known that 
General Negtier had pushed forward and 
occupied Bacninh on the evening of the 
12th. The whole plan of cutting off the 
rotreat of the Chinese rested upon the 
rapid advance of the gunboats to Lai-oait, 
tho nearest point on the river to Broniuh, 
where a bamboo bridge across the. s 
counects with the ‘Lhni-nguyen ond Li 
son roads.
